mltted It and told the officers where 
It could be found. 


The more serious charge of break- 


ing and entering was fastened upon 
Mm by City Marshal T. O. Milton.

Taylor, had 


searched the prisoner at the-time he 
arrested him, expecting to find a pistol 
and at that time took from him a big 
pruning knife with a "broken blade 
and a woman's wrtst purse containing 
some 32-calibre cartridges and a num- 
ber of little articles of Jewelry, among 
which was a. locket in which was a 
picture ot a white woman. In a small 
compartment of the purse the marshal 
found a prize coupon of one of the 
moving picture shows and a grocer) 
slip addressed to Miss P. G. Peaster, 
153 North Ridgewood avenue.

A E Donnelly and his mother, Mrs. 


j H Donnelly, who were In France 
at the commencement of the European 
»ar and whose return to Daytona 


was noted in Tuesday's issue of th* 


Daily News, have many Interesting 
stories to tell of the exciting events 
transpiring in Paris following the de- 
iteration of war by Germany 


Mrs Donnelly says that when they 


,ere in Germany she felt that trou 
tie was brewing and prevailed on her 
son Alfred, to change their route and 
Instead of going to Switzerland go di 
red to Italy where they would be in 
closer touch with their sailing point, 
Genoa 
Mr Donnelly could not be- 


lieve that war was imminent, any 
more than did the people of France 
Mrs Donnelly says. 


They were at Dijon, France, when 


•vi ar was declared and 
found 
they 


could proceed no further on their way 
to Italy, so went Instead to 'Genera, 
Switzerland, to seek Information .from 
the American consul at that place, 
only to find that he was little it any 
better informed than were they them- 
selves 


They decided to get back to Paris 


if possible, but all trains were given 
over to the dispatch of troops Finally 
they crowded into a train loaded with 
French soldiers' 
Everything, was un- 


certainty and people told them that 
the train was not destined for the 
Trench capital 


Fortunately Mrs Donnelly speaks 


French and she asked one of the sol 
diers concerning the trip to Parts He 
informed her that the soldiers were 
bound lor various places, but that he 
MS on his way to Paris and by/keep 
ing m l»s company they would reach 
tint city 
This they did, maklng_all 


changes that 
he made and 
finally 


found themselves back in Paris, which 
was however, a different city from 
the gay Paris they had previously vis 
Ited 


Mrs Donnelly says that on every 


hand was evidence that the French 
people were not prepared for the sud 
den declaration of war by Germany, 
and only the stubborn resistance of 
Belgium enabled the French to mob 
ilize their troops in time to present an 
effective resistance, with the aid of 
rngllsh troops, to the German ad 
vance on Paris 


In Paris the most heartrending 


scenes were enacted with womej and 
children clinging to the men who were 
leaving for the front, also after the 
first battle when thousands of wounded 
•soldiers were Brought into the city 


It was impossible to leave Paris, 


yet they were obliged to obtain per 
nuts to remain, which was done 
through the American ambassador and 
Paris police 
They are warm in their 


praise oj the French people and of 
Hie courteous treatment received at 
their hands, but the ambassador coun 
seled them never to go out without 
exhibiting the American flag 


They were in Paris for about ten 


days and during that 
time 
were 


Ruests at the Lutetia hotel 
which 


also had among its guests a promi- 
nent Japanese* official, in conference 
with the government, and a British 
officer on his way to the front 


Buying tickets on the steamship 


France, they found they could not get 
away from Paris to take'.passage on 
her, as railway tickets could only be 
Purchased at the depots which were 
beseiged night and day for weeks by 
foreigners endeavoring to leave the 
country 
Everywhere were lines of 


people Waiting to see officials or pur- 
chase railway tickets which were sold 
with no guarantee that they would be 
of any value within an hour after 
their purchase 
Everything was con- 


fusion and uncertainty. 
I 


Americans in Paris were fortunate 


in one respect and that waa that th* 
American Express company continued 
to accept travelers' check* and Mr- 
Donnelly and his mother were very 
comfortable 
during their 
enforced 


stay in the French capital so far a* 
bodily comfort wa* concerned, 
but 


the element of uncertainty In th* fu- 
ture kept them la distress 
Mr* Don- 


nelly cabled several times to her hut- 
band in this country without receiv- 
ing a reply. 


When conditions b*e«u* more nor- 


mal they mad* their way to Bolonga* 
and from there to London, 
sailing 


fr°m Liverpool, August 2»th on th* 
steamship Philadelphia of to* Ameri- 
can «ne, for N*w York.

IRIS prepared for a siege by the 


German army by laying in pro- 
visions and ammunition. The 
older Parisians remembered 


their bitter experiences In the war of 
1870-1, when even rats and cats and 
dogs and the animals of the zoological 
garden gave up their lives that humans 
might live and continue to resist the 
victorious Germans 


This time enormous stocks of food 


were pliued ID the state warehouses 
for the provisioning of Paris The Bolt 
de Boulogne, transformed, presented a 
picturesque aspect It had been In ef 
feet transformed Into a vast pasture, 
filled with rows and sheep 
The anl 


mats were divided Into groups and 
guarded by reserves wearing the large 
shirts or drovers. 


The beautiful surroundings of the 


chateau of Bagatelle were given over 
entirely to sheep. The shepherds are 
men who «ere called out by the mobl 
lizatton 
The number of sheep pas- 


tured lu toe parks exceeds 1OOOO 


Better Prepared Than Formerly. 
But before the Germans advanced 


very near the Uty It was said that the 


wu better prepared to stand a slot* 
than It wu In 1STO 


There were large stocks of flour, cat- 


tle, general provisions and coal actual- 
ly wltulu toe i-lt; gates. «od large 
ttorwi twutinuDd to arrive every day. 
The water supply was considered well 
protected against any attempts of the 
Germans to cut It off 


The decree Issued by the military 


governor, ordering all resident* of the 
district within action of the tity's de- 
fending forts to evacuate and destroy 
their bouses within four d«.vs. was a 
formal notice to Inhabitants of the 
military tone Army engineers recent- 
ly made a tour of the environs of tbe 
forts and explained that tenants might 
be called on to destroy their property 
which was deemed an obstruction 


Many houses In tbe line of Ore were 


occupied by poor people whose sons 
were at the front A large number of 
these families lacked resources and 
were without refuge 
Nevertheless 


they took the situation without com- 
plaint! although some addressed a pe- 
tition to the military governor, request- 
Ing that he use the power vested In 
aim only as a last extremity. 


Events Before Former Siege. 


In 1870-1 Paris was taken by tbe 


Germans after a siege of 132 days, 
which ranks as one of the greatest In 
history. The events of the war which 
led up to the siege were as follows 


Toward the last of June iu 1870 there 


arose in Prance what is known as tbe 
HobetuEollern Incident brought about 
through the expulsion from Spain of 
Queen Isabella and the nomination, of 
Prince Leopold for king of Spain by 
tbe king of Prussia. 


This produced the utmost excitement 


and indignation in Paris and led to a 
declaration of war on July 20 
Prep- 


arations were made on both sides for 
the conflict, and on July 28 Napoleon 
111 assumed command of the French 
army 
There was a disastrous open- 


Ing of tbe war, and tbe earl? reverses 
were followed by mil others to the 
French arms np to the fatal campaign 
of Sedan at tbe beginning of Septem 
ber. 1870. which ended In a full vic- 
tory for tbe Prussians

of the armistice were duly executed, 
and on tbe 30th of January a Prussian 
flag waved over tbe forts of tbe French 
capital 


On the 2d of March the asaem 


bly formally ratified tbe peace preliml 
naries by a vote of 54« to 107 It bad 
been stipulated tbat the Herman troops 
Should not occupy Paris TJie war was 
over, and one of tbe most picturesque 
sieges had gone down Into history On 
the 10th of Mav tbe definite treaty of 
peace was signed at Frankfort by 
which France ceded Alsace and a por- 
tion of Lorraine, Including the fortress- 
es of Metz and Strassburg, to ber con- 
queror 


A balloon letter from Paris dated 


Dec 21 1870 written by the daughter 
of Pasteur Armand Delllle. a Protes 
tant minister tells of some of the dep- 
rivations suffered by tbe Parisians 
during tbe long continued siege of their 
city 
Tbe letter says 


"I cannot let Christmas day pt 


without sending you a line containing 
a thousand wishes for your happiness 
during tbe coming year and good news 
of your poor besieged cousins We are 
all very well and not one bit discour 
aged at the length of the siege 


"Of course we are deprived of many 


comforts but we do not suffer, and as

mendous disaster at Sedan was but 
slowly learned. It meant tbe collapse 
of tbe empire Committees were form- 
ed for natlmal defense. Paris was to 
be defended at all costs. The German 
armies were continuing their march 
onward Toule capitulated on the 2Sd 
and Strassburg on th* 28tb of Sep 
tember 
On tbe Oth of October King

They sustained the German stec* of 
1870-1. and the outer fort» have sine* 
been greatly strengthened. The third 
line ot tort*, on the bill* of St. Ger- 
main, Cormelllea and Villera, art of 
modern construction, with the latest 
type* of batteries and heavy guns. 


The Inner wall about Part* surrounds 


the beat known and moat Important 
sections of the city. Including the bus! 
ness section* along the Grand boule- 
vards, the residence sectious on the 
north and west of the city and the 
Latin quarter and other sections of the 
left bank of the Seine. Outside of the 
wall a circle of suburbs extends for 
many miles, including Nenllly. Argen 
teull. Versailles, Vincennes and many 
others. 


The forts of the second and third line 


of defenses are dotted among these 
suburbs, protecting them and the ap- 
proaches to the capital The wall con- 
tains nibety-tbree bastions and sixty- 
seven gates. Some of these bare been 
abandoned, owing to the pressure of 
modern construction and trade. 


Some of the Grut Fort*. 


The second line of forts includes the 


famous fortress Of Mont Valerian, 
which was the center of attack in the 
Herman siege of 1870. It Is strength 
ened by two groups of works—Pantes 
Brnyerea and the Chatillon ton and 
batteries. Sooth of the city Is the row 
of forts at Ivry, Bicetre, Moot Rouge. 
PVtnves and Issy. North and east of 
the city are three great forts around 
8t Denis and two others at Fort An- 
bervlllen and Fort Charenton. com- 
manding the approaches from the great 
wood of Bondy. 


The outer circles of forts, which are 


of the most modern type, have from 
twenty-four to sixty heavy guns and 
000 to 1.200 men each 
in all the three 


lines of defenaen require 170.000 men to

A notable feature of the forts to the 


height at which so many are placed 
thus insuring a wide xone of effective 
fire. 
Most of the larger works are 


beavlly armor plated or their guns 
mounted on steel cupolas or turrets- 
Some of the rifles are placed upon dis- 
appearing mounts, and but very few 
of them can be reached by direct fire. 
In fact, the majority of the heavier 
weapons have been so placed that they 
will fire from behind the ramparts, us- 
ing high angle trajectories and aimed 
by means of position finders. 


Kind* of Gun* U*ed. 


Of course It is out of the question to 


tell either the number or the exact 
emplacement of most of the gons. but 
a fair index of what was made ready 
for the Germans can be gathered from 
the following list which describes the 
kinds of weapons available: 


0.1 inch rifles throwing an eighty- 


eight pound projectile. 


6.1 inch short rifle using the same 


weight of shell. This has been a fa 
vorite weapon with the French authori- 
ties. 


4.7 inch gun throwing projectiles

Immediately after the signature of 


peace of 1871 General Hirers reorgan- 
ized tbe Carls defenses and designed 
the second line of forts which have 
since been constructed outside the de- 
fensive line which resisted the Ger- 
nian attack In 1870. 


Tbe German soldiers, upon approach- 


ing Paris, will find all the positions 
the; took up in 1870 now occupied 
by 
Trench defense 
works. 
These 


have been arranged IB three malo 
bldcks— Versailles on the south and 
southwest. Vincennes on the east and 
St Dents on the north, each block 
forming a big Intrenched camp of Its 
own. each capable ot sheltering an 
army of 150.000 men. The perimeter 
of the fortress as a whole coven near- 
IT ninety miles. 


The new first line fort* are In strik- 


ing contrast with those of the second 
line, which were built In 1840. though 
they hare been brought op to date 
and the bastion front has been replac- 
ed by a polygonal terrace. 


The city'* fortification* consist of 


three distinct circle* around the city— 
flrrt. a *olld wall of masoBry eighteen 


operate tbeui, not counting troops as- 
sembled within tbe city.

spread of the Intrenched camps an in 
vesting army today must bare a front 
of substantially 100 miles, and this 
necessitates tbe presence of not fewer 
than 600.000 efficient fighting men ID 
order to make a siege practicable.

But this Is not all. Competent au- 


thorities declare that Paris can be suc- 
cessfully defended by 850.000 men.

French have their base of supply right 
in Paris Itself, while the besieger* 
mutt, of necessity, draw their ammu 
nltlon and food from beyond tbe fron- 
tier, many leagues to their rear, snd, 
st tbe same time, guard these lines of 
communication against tbe forces of 
tbe French In the Held.

Some years ago during maneuvers 


only two of the forts were subjected to 
attack, and yet to foreign military ob- 
servers it was plain that tbe force In 
these two defenses reasonably justi- 
fied tbe assumption that there were 
probably close on to 3,000 guns avails 
ble in the complete defenses of tbe 
city. The revolving turrets or cupolas 
are very much akin to the similar gun 
emplacements In Belgium, and tbe 
manner In which the Liege forts have 
endured bombardment was a pretty 
fair Index of what could be expected 
of those enveloping Part*.

any French soldiers. They were told 
that there were none, but later in the 
day French troops entered the place 
and killed the six Germans. The next 
day a large force of German* attacked 
the town and was repulsed. 


Proceeding ' to Valenciennes, the 


correspondent found that troop trains 
filled with British soldiers were con- 
tinually arriving there. The British 
officers were in absolute possession 
ot the refreshment bars and no food- 


wao obtainable. 
The correspondent 


continues: "Near Charieroi I heard 
come stories of the bravery of the 
French soldiers. The Germans were 
bombarding the city. 


"The French made what amounted 


to a medieval sortie, but finding the 
enemy In much greater force than 
was expected were compelled to with- 
draw. 
The bombardment continued 


relentlessly, whereupon the French 
Turcos, picked' troops from Algeria, j 
debouched from the town and with 
a gallantry which must surely live in 
history charged the German battery, 
bayoneting all the German gunners. 


"Their losses, it Is said, exceeded 


those of the light brigade at Bala- 
«lava. Of a battalion only a hundred 
men, 
it is reported, returned un- 


scratched. 
Their bravery, however, 


was powerless against the German 
advance, which crept foot by foot 
through the outskirts of Charieroi to 
the very heart of the town. 


"There in the narrow streets the 


carnage 
was 
indescribable. 
The 


French infantryman told me that the 
roads became so jammed with dead 
that the killed remained standing up- 
right where they had been shot, sup- 
ported by their dead comrades. The 
last stand of the French was made be- 
fore the railway station, in front of 
which passes the canal, where the 
Germans fought for two hours to take 
the bridges. After they had captured 
the station, with heavy casualties, the 
Germans moved rapidly ahead, taking 
suburban villages." 


The correspondent of the Central 


News at Paris sends the following: 


"The shooting of the British Infan- 


trymen on the. firing line was wonder- 
ful. 
Every time a German's head 


showed above a trench and every time 
the German Infantry attempted to rush 
a position, there came a steady, with- 
ering fire from the khaki-clad men 
lying in extended formation along the 
wide battle front

ance for the cruel murder of the arch- 
duke. 


"In France and Belgium, German 


citizens were treated in the meanest 
and almost incredible manner. 
They 


were driven out of Paris .and Antwerp 
and in many cases their money and 
railroad tickets were taken away. 
They were then left without the 
slightest protection to * the mercies 
of the mob! 


"In Belgium excesses against Ger- 


man citizens have taken place which 
should be expected only from savages. 
Every store owned by a German has 
been wrecked. Practically all Ger- 
mans were robbed of their belongings. 
Many who tried to escape were 
slaughtered and their clothes torn 
from their bodies. 
German women 


have been stripped, dragged through 
the streets by the hair when naked, 
and shamelessly abused. 


"In France, and especially In Bel- 


glum, the inhabitant's have attacked 
and killed small detachments of sol- 
diers, physicians and wounded from 
ambush.

A E. Donnelly and his mother, Mrs. 


j. H. Donnelly, who were In France 
at the commencement of the European 


war, and whose reiurn to Daytona 


was noted In Tuesday's issue of the 
Daily News, have many Interesting 
stories to tell of the exciting events 
transpiring in Paris following the de- 
claration of war by Germarfy. 


Mrs. Donnelly says that when they 
ere in Germany she* felt that trou- 


ble was brewing and prevailed on her 


son, Alfred, to change their route .and 
Instead of going to Switzerland go di- 
rect to Italy where they would be In 
closer touch with their sailing point, 
Genoa. Mr. Donnelly could not be- 
lieve that war was 
Imminent, any 


more than did the people of France, 
Mrs. Donnelly says. 


They were at Dijon, France, when 


•vtar was declared and 
found 
they 


could proceed no further on their way 
to Italy, so went Instead to 'Genera, 
Switzerland, to seek information .from 
the American consul at that place, 
only to find that he was little If any 
better Informed than were they them- 
selves. 
. 
. 


They decided to get back to Paris 


if possible, but all trains were given 
over to the dispatch of troops. Finally 
they crowded into a train loaded with 
French soldier^. Everything, was un- 
certainty and people told them that 
the train was not, destined for the 
French capital. 


Fortunately Mrs. Donnelly speaks 


French and she asked one of the sol- 
diers concerning the trip to Paris. He 
informed her that the soldiers were 
tounii lor various places, but that he 
was on his way to Paris and by/keep- 
ing In his company they would reach 
tliat city. This they did, making_ail 
changes that 
he made and 
finally 


found themselves back In Paris, which 
was, however, a different city from 
the gay Paris they had previously vis- 
ited. 


Mrs. Donnelly says that on every 


hand was evidence that the French 
people *ere not prepared for the sud- 
den declaration of war by Germany, 
and only the stubborn resistance of 
Belgium enabled the French to mob- 
ilize their troops In" time to present an 
effective resistance, with the aid of 
English troops, to the German ad- 
vance on Paris. 


In Paris the most heartrending 


scenes were enacted with.women and 
children clinging to the men who were 
leaving for the front, also after the 
first battle when thousands ot wounded 
soldiers were Brought Into the city. 


It .was impossible to leave Paris, 


yet they were obliged to obtain per- 
mits to remain, which 
was 
done 


through the American ambassador and 
Paris police. They are warm In their 
praise of the French people and of 
Ihe courteous treatment received at 
their hands, but the ambassador coun- 
seled them never to go out without 
exhibiting the American flag. ' 


They were In Paris for about ten 


[lays and during that 
time 
were 


?uests at the Lutetla hotel 
which 


ilso had among Its guests a promi- 
nent Japanese^ official, 1m conference 
ivith the government, and a British 
officer on his way to the front.

CATTLE FOLDS IN PARKS,

German

Threatening Many Parisians Aban- 
doned Homo For Provinces, Fearing 
Repetition of Experiences Forty-four 
Years Ago—Rats and Other Vermin.

ARIS prepared for a siege by the 


German arm; by laying in pro- 
visions and ammunition. The 
older Parisians remembered 


their bitter experiences In the war of 
1870-1, when even rats and cats and 
•dogs and the animals of the zoological 
garden gave up their lives that humans 
might live and continue to resist the 
victorious Germans, 


This time enormous stocks of food 


were placed In the state warehouses 
'for'the provisioning of Parts. The Bolt 
de Boulogne, transformed, presented a 
picturesque aspect, it had been In ef- 
fect transformed Into a vast pasture, 
filled with rows and sheep. The aul 
mala were divided Into groups and 
guarded by reserves, wearing the large 
shirts or drovers. 


The beautiful surroundings of the 


chateau of Bagatelle were given over 
entirely to sbeep. The shepherds are 
men who were called out by the mobi 
lizatton. 
The number of sheep pas- 


tured lu the parks exceeds 1O.OOO. 


Better Prepared Than Formerly. 
But before the Germans advanced 


very near the city It was said that the 


wu better prepared to stand a sis** 
than It was lu 1870 


There were large stocks of flour, cat- 


tle, general provisions «nd coal actual- 
ly within the city gates, and large 
ttorex continued to arrive every day. 
The water supply was considered well 
protected against any attempts of the 
Germans to cut It off. 


The decree Issued by the military 


governor, ordering all resident* of the 
district within action of the city's de- 
fending forts to evacuate and destroy 
their bouses within four days, was a 
formal notice to Inhabitants 'of the 
military zone. Army engineers recent- 
ly made a tour of the environs of the 
forts and explained that tenants might 
be called on to destroy their property 
which was deemed an obstruction. 


Many bouses In the line of Ore were 


occupied by poor people whose sons 
were at the front A large number of 
these families lacked resources and 
were without refuge. 
Nevertheless 


they took the situation without com- 
plaint] although some addressed a pe- 
tition to the military governor, request- 
Ing that he use the power vested In 
him only as a last extremity. 


Events Before Former Siege. 


In 1870-1 Palis was taken by the 


Germans after a siege of 132 days, 
which ranks as one of the greatest In 
history. The events of the war which 
led up to the siege were as follows: • 


Toward the last of June lu 1870 there 


arose In Prance what Is known as the 
HoneniEollern Incident brought about 
through the expulsion from Spain, of 
Queen Isabella and the nomination of 
Prince Leopold for king of Spain by 
the king of Prussia. 


This produced the utmost excitement 


and Indignation in Parts and led to a 
declaration of war on July 20. Prep- 
arations were made on both sides for 
the conflict, and on July 28 Napoleon 
III. assumed command of the French 
army. There was a disastrous open- 
Ing of the war, and the early reverses 
were followed by still others to the 
French arms up to the fatal campaign 
of Sedan at the beginning of Septem- 
ber. 1870. which ended In a full vic- 
tory for the Prussians. 


When the flower of the French army 


rnpltulated and the remainder was shut 


fur another fortnight. Abuu. 10.000 of 
the iutmiiluutx hurt muvtiiubwi to the 
siege. «iid nit ku|>m of usslsiiiih e from 
the relieving nrt!le< hpfuiv iii'tiial fa 
mine should iMtriu dlwipiwnml. 


Surrender of the City. 


On the Sid of January. 1X71. M. Jules 


Favre sought the Geruinu•"hiinwllwr at 
Versailles In order to dlHcuxu the <•"• 
dltluoH of a general iirmlmke and o 
the capitulation of I'arU. The cowl: 
Hone of this armistice were that UK 
forts of I'arlx and all their material <>' 
war should lie banded over to the <!vr 
.man nrmy. that the artll«ry of th 
forts should be dismounted und that 
the regular troops In Paris should. i« 
prisoners of war. surrender their armx. 
The national guard were permitted to 
retain their weapons and their urtil 
lery—unfortunately so. In view of the, 
affairs that followed. 


Immediately upon the fulfillment of 


the first two conditions all facilities 
were to be Riven for the entry of sup- 
plies of food Into Paris. The articles 
of the armistice were duly executed, 
and on the 30th of January a Prussian 
flag waved over the forts of the French 
capital. 


On the 2d of March the assem- 


bly formally ratified the peace prelimi- 
naries by a vote of 54« to 107. It bad 
been stipulated that the Herman troops 
should not occupy Paris. TJie war was 
over, and one of the most picturesque 
sieges had gone down Into history. On 
the 10th of May the definite treaty of 
peace was signed at Frankfort by 
which France ceded Alsace and a por- 
tion of Lorraine. Including the fortress- 
es of MeU and Strassburg, to her con- 
queror. 


A balloon letter from Parts dated 


Dec. 21. 1870. written by the daughter 
of Pasteur Armand Delille. a Protes- 
tant minister, tells of some of the dep- 
rivations suffered by the Parisians 
during the long continued siege of their 
city. The letter says: 


"I cannot let Christmas day pass 


without sending you a line containing 
a thousand wishes for your happiness 
during the coming year and good news 
of your poor besieged cousins. We are 
all very well and not one bit discour- 
aged at the length of the siege. 


"Of course, we are deprived of many 


comforts, but we do not suffer, and as

FRENCH LANCERS GUARDING A ROAD TO PARIS. 


French authorities had a good many 
things up their sleeve In the way of 
provisioning their capital city. Since 
1870 a great deal has been Invented In 
the way of tabloid foods. Hundreds of 
thousands of animals on the hoof can 
be put Into one large warehouse' In tab- 
loid form. 


It was also said that the French 


would turn thousands of acres inside 
the two outer lines of fortifications 
but outside the city walls, into mten 
sjve farms, where vegetable foodstuff 
would be grown under glass. 
The 


French are the most expert in the 
world at farming under glass, growing 
crop after crop, winter and summer. 
on the same highly fertilised soil. 


At the beginning of the war there 


was for a few days s rise In prices 
of food In Paris. This the government 
promptly and effectively checked, pun 
toning the offenders immediately. Lat 
er official bulletins were Issued, and 
.no one is allowed to ask more than 
t&ose explained to be the day-el rate* 
From time to time these might to rate 
ed or lowered. It was said, but It w«s

When Paris Heard of Disaster. 


At Paris tbe wbole truth of tbe tre- 


mendous disaster at Sedan was but 
slowly learned. It meant the collapse 
of tbe empire. Committees were form- 
ed for national defense. Paris was to 
be defended at all costs. Tbe German 
armies were continuing their mareb 
onward. Toule capitulated on tbe 23d 
and Strassburg on tbe 28th of Sep- 
tember. On tbe Oth of October King 
William had established his headquar- 
ters at Versatile*. 


Sortie after sortie was 
directed 


against tbe German." by tbe French, 
only to be driven back more'confused 
and disheartened than before. It was 
an exceedingly sad Christmas, that of 
1870. in tbe usually gay Paris, It was 
tbe one hundred and second day of 
tbe siege. Tbe thermometer was be- 
low sero. 
Soldiers who had been 


wounded were frosen to death, and 
starvation was threatening the poor. 
Animals of all kinds were killed and 
•old at extravagant prices, even tbe 
Park soologlcal garden being depleted 
for food. 
' 


The Germans were gradually advanc- 


ing nearer to the city, which they 
bombarded mostly at night at first. 
but finally became more boM. keeping 
It up almost constantly, breaking np 
thouaasda of happy homes and destroy 
Ing much property. Tbe sorties of tb* 
various French generals bad become 
Ineffective. Two days after Bourbakl's 
Mputee at Mowtbsnard the last umsnc- 
etssM sortie was mad* from Parts.

nothing to complain of so far. 


"We are far from dying of hunger, 


but, of course, have little variety in tbe 
way ot food. 
How would you order 


your dinner if you bad no mutton, no 
veal, no fresh beef, no potatoes, no 
butter, no eggs, no fowl, no flab and as 
many other things?

dreadfully scarce, and a small one 
costs 25 or 80 shifting*.

"We are getting *e used to all this 


that we feel perfectly satisfied. I can 
assure you we Parisians are brave 
folks, full of nope and courage, and to 
see now united all Part* la. It ,1* a 
grand and never to be forgotten sight"

Frmcli Capital Has Triple Roi

TAUGHT BY FORMER SIEGE,

•HEN the approach of the Ger- 


mans to Paris, the capital of 
France, through Belgium and 
n o r t h e r n France became 


threatening the fortifications of Parts 
and their ability to resist a siege re- 
ceived the close attention of military 
observers. 


Paris bas been the announced objec- 


tive point of the German forces, and 
the French ministry of war bas adopt- 
ed urgent means of strengthening the 
city's defenses to the utmost. 


The details of the city's fortification 


have been surrounded with strict se 
erf. .v by Freucb military authorities. 
yet military experts throughout the 
world know and acknowledge their 
gciiH-u! -t.ructer 
and 
formidable 


They sustained the German cleft of 
1870-1. and the outer fort» have since 
been greatly strengthened. The third 
line of forts, on the bill* of 8k Uer- 
maln. Cormellle* and VUlers, are of 
modern construction, with the latest 
type* of batteries and heavy guns. 


The Inner wall about Part* surrounds 


the be*t known and moat Important 
sections of the city. Including the bus! 
ness sections along the Grand boule- 
vards, the residence section* on the 
north and west of the city and the 
Latin quarter and other sections of the 
left bank of the Seine. Outside of the 
wall a circle of suburb* extends for 
many miles, including Nenllly. Argen- 
teull. Versailles, Vineennes and many 
others. 


The forts of the second and third line 


of defense* are dotted among these 
suburbs, protecting them and the ap- 
proaches to the capital. The wall con- 
tains nibety-tbree bastions and sixty- 
seven gates. Some of these have been 
abandoned, owing to the pressure of 
modern construction and trade. 


Same of the Great Fort*. 


The second line of forts includes the 


famous fortress Of Mont Valerian, 
which was the center of attack in the 
Herman siege of 1870. It Is strength 
ened by two groups of works—Fantes 
Brnyere* and the Chatillon fort and 
batteries. Booth of the city is the row 
of forts at Ivry, Blcetre, Mont Rouge, 
fanves and Issy. North and east of 
the city are three great forts around 
St Denis and two others at Fort An- 
bervlllen and Fort Charenton. com- 
manding the approaches from the great 
wood of Bondy. 


The outer circles of forts, which are 


of the most modern type, have from 
twenty-four to sixty heavy guns and 
800 to 1.200 men each. In all the three 
lines of defences require 170.000 men to 


•gainst croMflr*. Then to notklag to 
be seen of the Interior of UMM fort* 
If one except* toe muxile* of the guns 
lust reaching above the parapet* and 
the steel dome* of the barbettM be- 
neath which tbew weapon* *r* •bet- 
tered. The only masonry in debt Is 
to* revetment* of the ditch**.

trenched camp* la the fort*, which in 
time of hostilities are connected by 
chains of temporary work* cnpple- 
nented by a carefully developed sys- 
tem of interconnecting railway*. 


A notable feature of the fort* to the 


height at which so many are placed, 
thai insuring a wide zone of effective 
fire. Most of the larger work* are 
beavlly armor plated or their guns 
mounted on steel cupola* or turret*. 
Some of the rifles are placed upon dis- 
appearing mounts, and but very few 
of them can be reached by direct fire. 
In fact, the majority of the heavier 
weapons have been so placed that they 
will fire from behind the rampart*, us- 
ing high angle trajectories and aimed 
by means of position Bnder*. 


Kind* of Gun* U**d. 


Of course It la out of the question to 


tell either the number or the exact 
emplacement of most of the guns, but 
a fair index of what was made ready 
for the Germans can be gathered from 
the following list which describe* the 
kinds of weapons available: 


0.1 inch rifles throwing an eighty- 


eight pound projectile. 


6.1 inch short rifle using the same 


weight of shell. This has been a fa- 
vorite weapon with the French authori- 
ties. 


4.7 inch gun throwing projectiles 


weighing from thirty-nine to forty-five

Immediately after the signature of 


peace of 1871 General Hivers reorgan- 
ized tbe Carls defenses and designed 
tbe second line of forts which bave 
since been constructed outside the de- 
fensive line which resisted the Ger- 
jnan attack In 1870. 


Tbe German soldiers, upon approach, 


ing Paris, will find all the positions 
they took up in 1870 now occupied 
by Frencb defense works. 
These 


bave been arranged In three main 
bldcks—Versailles on the south and 
southwest. Vlncennes on tbe east and 
St Dents on the north, each block 
forming a big Intrenched camp of its 
own. eacb capable ot sheltering an 
army of 150.000 men. The perimeter 
of tbe fortress a* a whole coven near- 
ly ninety miles. 


Tbe new first line fort* are In strik- 


ing contrast with those of the second 
line, which were built In 1840. though 
they have been brought np to date 
and the bastion front ha* been replac- 
ed by a polygonal terrace. 


The city's fortification* consist of 


three distinct circle* around the city— 
first, a solid wall of masoury eighteen 
feet nigh extending for twenty-two 
mile* around the old sections of Part*; 
•econd, a system of teventeen detached 
fort*, arranged at Interval*, two mile* 
beyond tbe wall and making a circuit 
of tbe city four miles long. and. third, 
an outer girdle of fort*, *eventy-Bv* 
mile* long, on tbe height* commanding 
tbe valley of tbe Seine.

thorities declare tbat Paris can be suc- 
cessfully defended by 850.000 men. 


BUM of Supply In the City. 


To maintain these defender* tbe 


Frencb have their base of supply right 
in Paris Itself, while the besieger* 
mutt, of necessity, draw their ammu 
nltion and food from beyond tbe fron- 
tier, many leagues to their rear. and. 
at tbe *am* time, guard tbe*e line* of 
communication against tbe force* of 
tbe French ID the Held.

The next 
day a large force of Germans attacked 
the town and was r^putaed. 


Proceeding ' to Valenciennes, the 


correspondent found that troop trains 
filled with British soldiers were con- 
tinually arriving there. The British 
officers were in absolute possession 
ot the refreshment bars and no too* 


ves obtainable. 
The correspondent 


continues: "Near Charlerol I heard 
some stories of the bravery of the 
French soldiers. The Germans were 
bombarding the city. 


"The French made what amounted 


to a medieval sortie, but finding the 
enemy In much greater force than 
was expected were compelled to with- 
draw. 
The bombardment continued 


relentlessly, whereupon the French 
Turcos, picked' troops from Algeria, 
debouched from the town and with 
a gallantry which must surely live In 
history charged the German battery, 
bayoneting all the German gunners. 


"Their losses, it is said, exceeded 


those of the light brigade at Bala- 
clava. Of a battalion only a hundred 
men, It is reported, returned un- 
scratched. 
Their bravery, however, 


was powerless against the German 
advance, which crept foot by foot 
through the outskirts of Charlerol to 
the very heart of the town. 


"There in the narrow streets the 


carnage 
was 
indescribable. 
The 


French Infantryman told me that the 
roads became so jammed with dead 
that the killed remained standing up- 
right where they had been shot, sup- 
ported by their dead comrades. The 
last stand of the French was made be- 
fore the railway station, in front of 
which passes the canal, where the 
Germans fought for two hours to take 
the bridges. After they had captured 
the station, with heavy casualties, the 
Germans moved rapidly ahead, taking 
suburban villages." 


The correspondent of the Central 


News at Paris sends the following: 


"The 
shooting of the British Infan- 


trymen on the. firing line was wonder- 
ful. 
Every time a German's head 


showed above a trench and every time 
the German Infantry attempted to rush 
a position, there came a steady, with- 
ering fire from the khaki-clad men 
lying in extended formation along the 
wide battle front

New York.—The omclal press bu- 


reau of the German navy department, 
Issued through Captain Boyed, naval 
attache of the German embassy, who 
1* now la New York, a statement ac- 
cusing England with having made be- 
fore the war "binding arrangements 
with France as well a* Russia, al- 
though this Its ministers had repeated- 
ly and vehemently denied." 


In declaring that "Germany Is fight- 


ing for civilization against the barbar- 
ism of RusBla," the statement says: 


"The Russian Poles' greeted 
our 


troop, wherever they came with open 
enthusiasm and furnished them volun- 
tarily with the best they could afford. 
In Poland, In Flnalnd, in the Cau- 
casus, and In the Ukraine revolutions 
have been started. 


"All the Austrian peoples, especially 


the Poles and the Slavic Czechs, de- 
clared in enthusiastic demonstrations 
that they are resolved to take venge- 
ance for the cruel murder of the arch- 
duke. 


"In France and Belgium, German 


citizens were treated In the meanest 
and almost Incredible manner. 
They 


were driven out of Paris .and Antwerp, 
and in many cases their money and 
railroad tickets were taken away. 
They were then left without the 
slightest protection to * the mercies 
of the mob! 


"In Belgium excesses against Ger- 


man citizens have taken place which 
should be expected only from savages. 
Every store owned by a German has 
been wrecked. Practically all Ger- 
mans were robbed of their belongings. 
Many who tried to escape were 
slaughtered and their clothes torn 
from their bodies. German women 
have been stripped, dragged through 
the streets by the hair when naked, 
and shamelessly abused.

Walton-Heath Golf club at Epsom, 
points out that there are at least 2,000 
golf courses In the country which 
could spare some If not considere'jle 
laud for cultivation. The Walton- 
Heath club has already started an ex- 
periment of twelve acres under culti- 
vation.

They are gen- 
erally deserted and probably will be to 
the end of the war.

en' club, has suggested that hundreds 
of the clubhouses should be ottered to 
the military authorities for use aa hos- 
pital*. 


Mr. Guillen is tending a letter to 


the .ecretary of every club and ex- 
pecti that If the war office favor, the 
scheme, practically every clubhouse In 
the country will be equipped as a hos- 
pital.
